REPORT  TO  THE  VOTERS 


The  Annual  Town  Report  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1956 
is  presented  herein.  The  reduction  in  net  debt  during  the  year 
amounted  to  $9,608,  and  the  balance  of  long  term  indebtedness  of  the 
town  was  $26,625  at  year-end.  Appropriations  voted  upon  at  the 
1956  town  meeting,  without  corresponding  increases  in  revenue,  made 
it  necessary  to  increase  the  tax  rate  for  the  year. 

Some  of  the  highlights  of  town  operations  during  1956  are  shown 
below: 

1)  Free  public  picnic  area  established  in  center  of  town 

2)  Drinking  fountains  and  benches  installed  on  Main  Street 

3)  Installation  of  fluorescent  lights  in  the  central  part  of  town 

4)  Installation  of  fluorescent  lights  in  the  library 

5)  Elimination  of  dangerous  curve  on  Brook  Road — paving  of  nearly 
one  mile  on  Prospect  Street 

6)  Fleet  insurance  coverage  arranged  for  all  town  automotive  equio- 
ment,  reducing  the  total  rate,  while  substantially  increasing  the 
coverage 

7)  Additions  to  fire  fighting  equipment  to  increase  its  effectiveness 

8)  The  amount  appropriated  for  the  town  booklet  was  not  suficient 
to  cover  cost  of  a  first  class  job,  and  this  project  has  been  carried 
forward  for  1957  consideration 

9)  Many  applications  were  received  from  Doctors  who  might  have 
been  interested  in  locating  in  Town.  All  applications  were  followed 
up  and  a  few  Doctors  were  interviewed,  but  to  date  without  any 
success 

10)  Extended  correspondence  was  carried  on  with  State  and  Federal 
officials  regarding  the  establishment  of  a  trunk  line  airport  in  town. 
Several  meetings  were  held  and  surveys  were  made,  but  it  appears 
that  there  is  little  possibility  of  a  suitable  site  to  meet  CAA  require- 
ments. The  Civil  Aeronautics  Commission  is  willing  to  consider 
construction  of  a  major  area  airport  to  be  located  near  Bethlehem. 


In  view  of  steadily  rising  costs,  without  prospects  for  correspond- 
ing increases  in  revenue,  the  allocation  and  administration  of  Town 
funds  becomes  more  difficult  yearly.  A  substantially  reduced  budget 
is  contained  herein  for  your  consideration  at  the  town  meeting  in 
March.

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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bethlehem : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  annual 
report  relative  to  your  schools. 

This  past  year  there  were  a  number  of  changes  in 
the  faculty  of  the  school,  especially  in  the  high 
school.  Mr.  Richard  Dexter,  a  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire,  and  a  year's  graduate 
work  Plymouth  Teachers  College,  with  one  year's 
experience  in  Lincoln  High  School,  was  elected  to 
teach  mathematics  and  science,  replacing  Henry  Wil- 
cox who  resigned  to  seek  employment  elsewhere.  Mr. 
Rodger  McGlone,  Jr.,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire,  was  elected  to  teach  English,  to  re- 
place Mrs.  Grace  Slayton  who  resigned  to  accept  a 
position  in  the  Barre,  Vermont  school  system.  Mrs. 
Kathleen  Dexter,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers 
College,  with  three  years'  experience  in  Franconia 
and  Lincoln,  was  elected  to  teach  Business  Educa- 
tion, to  replace  Mr.  Edgar  Kenney  who  resigned  to 
accept  a  position  in  Warner.  Mrs.  Cecil  Blanchard  of 
Lunenburg,  Vermont,  with  training  at  Lyndon  Insti- 
tute, and  with  seven  years'  experience  in  Orange  and 
Oilman,  Vermont  was  elected  to  teach  all  subjects 
in  Grades  7  and  8. 

The  enrollment  for  this  year  is  153  with  108  in  the 
elementary  grades  and  45  in  the  high  school.  The  to- 
tal enrollment  last  year  was  166,  with  130  in  the 
elementary  grades  and  36  in  the  high  school. 

Minor  repairs  and  replacements  this  past  year 
included  the  purchase  of  32  new  window  shades,  re- 
covering cushions  in  the  teachers'  room,  painting  pri- 
mary room  and  teachers'  room,  painting  window  led- 
ges, sanding  and  refinishing  desk  tops  and  building 
book  shelves  in  primary  room  and  principal's  office. 

The  band  program  has  been  continued  with  pupils 
receiving  instrumental   instruction   during  the  sum- 
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mer  months.  Uniforms  were  purchased  as  a  result  of 
the  vote  of  the  district  last  year. 

The  school  lunch  program  is  being  continued  with 
approximately  90  children  participating  each  day. 
Mrs.  Ethel  Sansom  and  Mrs.  Viola  Nelson  continue 
as  operators.  I  would  recommend  that  if  the  pro- 
gram is  to  continue,  a  three  compartment  sink  be  pro- 
vided for  dishwashing.  This  facility  is  the  only  one 
that  needs  improvement.  A  financial  statement  cov- 
ering the  program  will  be  found  on  a  separate  page 
in  the  school  report. 

Your  school  continues  its  regular  testing  program 
of  testing  for  achievement  and  mental  maturity.  The 
University  of  New  Hampshire  testing  service  is  used 
to  administer  a  complete  battery  of  tests  on  pupils 
of  Grades  9  and  11  each  year.  This  battery  includes 
interest  inventory,  reading  ability,  intellectual  ef- 
ficiency, clerical  speed  and  accuracy  and  mechanical 
aptitude.  The  results  are  most  helpful  in  guidance 
of  pupils. 

The  health  program  has  been  disrupted  some  this 
year  with  the  sudden  illness  and  resignation  of  Miss 
Hazel  Bryant  who  served  the  district  for  many  years 
as  school  nurse.  At  this  time  the  school  doctor  has 
completed  his  examinations  of  those  grades  sched- 
uled for  examinations  with  the  exception  of  the  first 
grade.  Dr.  Dudley  will  examine  this  grade  in  the  near 
future.  Pupils  have  had  polio  inoculations  and  will 
receive  the  third  shot  with  others  as  soon  as  the  Board 
of  Health  sets  up  the  program  for  the  area. 

Your  school  is  well  staffed  and  all  classes  are  pro- 
vided with  adequate  and  modern  books  and  supplies. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  citizens  of  Bethlehem,  the  school  board  and  teach- 
ing staff  for  their  continued  cooperation.

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Principal's  Report 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  is  my  annual  report  and  summary  of 
the  work  in  the  Bethlehem  School. 

A  follow-up  of  the  graduates  of  1956  shows  that 
two  of  the  three  graduates  are  gainfully  employed, 
one  in  Littleton  and  one  in  Hartford,  Conn,  and  the 
third  graduate  is  in  the  United  States  Army. 

The  University  of  New  Hampshire  testing  program 
is  to  be  given  the  latter  part  of  February.  This  pro- 
gram is  given  to  the  freshmen  and  juniors  and  is  of 
great  value  in  counseling  the  students  in  selecting 
their  courses. 

The  hot  lunch  program  has  continued  to  serve  ex- 
cellent meals  and  serves  90-100  meals  daily. 

The  addition  of  another  teacher,  for  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades,  has  proven  to  have  been  an  excel- 
lent decision  and  selection.  The  club  formed  by  the 
junior  high  girls  has  been  continued  and  meets  reg- 
ularly. 

Extra-curricular  activities  included  in  the  school 
program  are:  basketball,  baseball,  girls'  softball,  ski- 
ing, glee  club,  socials,  and  band.  Mr.  McLure  has  ar- 
ranged for  joint  band  concerts  with  Essex  Junction, 
Vt.  This  will  most  likely  be  the  outstanding  program 
of  the  season  for  our  band  members  as  well  as  for 
the  people  of  Bethlehem.  Under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Gushing  the  glee  club  had  two  joint  concerts  with 
Dow,  which  were  excellent  and  enjoyed  by  all.  Many 
members  of  the  glee  club  are  looking  forward  to  the 
State  Festival  at  North  Conway  this  spring. 

The  ski  program,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Dexter 
has  been  started.  The  skiers  go  over  to  Cannon  Mt. 
once  a  week  as  they  have  done  in  past  years. 
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Other  activities  being  carried  out  at  the  present  are 
preparations  for  the  annual  Winter  Carnival,  and 
the  seniors  are  hard  at  work  on  the  yearbook. 

In  the  elementary  grades  the  teachers  are  contin- 
uing to  give  the  children  a  well-rounded  program. 
The  annual  Christmas  program  by  the  elementary 
pupils  was  once  again  an  excellent  program  and  was 
well  attended.  Band  members  from  the  fifth  and  sixth 
grades  are  rapidly  improving  and  are  a  credit  to  the 
school  and  town. 

May  I  again  extend  to  you,  the  members  of  the 
school  board,  the  members  of  the  faculty,  the  pupils 
and  the  citizens,  my  sincere  thanks  for  your  spirit 
of  help  and  cooperation  throughout  the  school  year.

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Report  from  the  White  Mountains  Region 
Association 


Thanks  to  the  fine  cooperation  of  the  towns  in  our  Region,  the 
Association  has  been  able  to  carry  on  an  extremely  busy  program 
aimed,  as  always,  toward  the  benefiting  of  the  entire  northern  part 
of  New   Hampshire. 

To  this  end  we  have  cooperated  wherever  it  has  been  possible 
with  any  and  all  agencies  that  have  been  working  along  any  lines 
that  promised  eventual  benefit  to  any  sort  of  business  within  our 
state  and  region  borders.  This  is  in  line  with  the  original  Regional 
concept,  that  pooling  of  efforts  can  accomplish  more  than  can  be  done 
by  a  lot  of  separate,  smaller  and  uncoordinated  efforts.  Nevertheless, 
along  with  this  we  continue  our  own  individual  projects  and  plans, 
where  these  promise   to  be  more  directly  productive. 

Again  we  have  distributed  all  over  the  United  States  nearly  100,000 
pieces  of  promotional  literature  of  all  types — maps,  lists  of  places  to 
stay,  picture  folders,  hunting-and-fishing  folders,  and  winter-vacation 
brochures.  We  know  these  arouse  interest  and  bring  business  because 
people  write  for  them  from  all  over  the  map;  they  also  tell  us  later  on 
that  these  folders  were  of  definite  help  in  causing  them  to  decide 
where  to  spend  their  vacation  time — AND  MONEY!  Your  town  was 
represented  in  each  and  every  one  of  these  folders. 

Our  4-H  Awards  Program  continues  to  encourage  boys  and  girls 
to  take  part  in,  and  do  better  in,  this  fine  and  worthwhile  program. 
Through  cash  awards  to  members  and  clubs,  we  are  proud  to  be  help- 
ing these  youngsters  to  be  the  constructive  farm  citizens  of  our  Re- 
gion in  the  future. 

We  have  planned  and  cooperated  with  the  planning  and  carrying 
out,  as  well  as  the  publicizing  of  Old  Home  Days,  Woodsman's  Con- 
test, Guides'  Show,  Community  Festivals,  Horse  Shows  and  the  like, 
as  well  as  planning  and  setting  up  one  of  our  own,  the  White  Moun- 
tains Region  Art  Center.  We  have  spent  a  lot  of  time  on  the  road 
attending  shows  visited  by  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  in  Boston, 
Hartford,  and  Philadelphia,  and  are  planning  more  of  such  work. 

As  to  results,  we  have  again  run  a  mail  survey  to  find  out  what 
good  we  were  accomplishing.  From  just  one  small  sample  (10%  of 
4000)  of  our  mail  requests,  we  turned  up  148  parties  numbering  440 
people  who  came  here.  Only  part  of  those  told  us  how  much  they 
spent  here,  but  that  small  part  spent  $18,571.00!!  Seems  unbelievable 
until  you  realize  you  can't  get  by  vacationing  on  much  less  than  $7.00 
a  day.  Anyway,  what  they  alone  spent  means  that  from  that  small 
group  came  back  into  this  Region  2}4  times  the  total  amount  ap- 
propriated by  our  towns. 

What  this  means  to  every  taxpayer  is  that  much  money,  either 
direct  income  or  tax  income,  came  here  to  help  take  the  burden  off 
the  local  people.  The  man  who  never  sees  a  tourist  would  be  paying 
much  more  on  his  tax  bill  all  through  this  state  if  visitors  were  not 
paying  a  substantial  share  of  the  freight ! !  With  your  help,  we'll  con- 
tinue to  do  our  part  in  keeping  the  money  coming  in.
